Most of the propaganda classed as rad- 


icalism is directed against the so-called 
capitalist system. This exireaie propagan- 
da, whether a direct attack xipon capital 
or an argument in favor of communism, is 
of a revolutionary purpose. 
The so- 


•eallcd capitalist system has a .few import- 
ant weaknesses, not weaknesses of princi- 
ple btit weaknesses of practice, and they 
are of such a nature as not only to sub- 
ject the system itself to plausible assault, 
but to make a strong appeal to people who 
do not stop to analyze their true charac- 
ter. The agitation against capitalism and 
in favor of communism is almost entirely 
an imposition on the emotions. 


"\Vhen reference is made to '"the ca- 


pitalist system" an imaginative picture is 
held up of an all-powerful ring of finan- 
cial and commercial interests, supposedly 
controlling the wealth and the govern- 
ments of the world. 
The phrase itself, 


"capitalist system.;: has been coined as< 
an. opprobrious term to prejudice the peo- 
ple against republican or democratic form 
of government. 


The United States was created as an 


•expression of a development throughout 
the world of a demand for individual free- 
dom. 
It represented a protest against 


absolutism and dictatorial government in 
any form. 
The American system differ- 


entiates between government and econom- 
ics: communism is a combination of both. 
The American system designed the gov- 
ernment to give the maximum of freedom 
"to the individual and the minimum to the 
state. 
Communism obliterates individual 


freedom and puts everything in the hands 
of the state. 
Jt is absolutism pure and 


unadulterated. Under the American sys- 
tem the individual enjoys and is guaran- 
teed rights and liberties which even the 
state cannot deprive him of. whereas un- 
der communism he is owned body and 
breeches by the state.

!<if individual rights and liberty. Under 
it every person is permitted to enjoy the 
.opportunity to own property. 
Under it 


la man may own his own home, he may in- 
•vp>.1 money, ho may accumulate a compe-

He may engage in business for 
Jiimvlf and he may attain any position 
in lift- io which he may elevate himself. 
JJ> '-njoys the frnit of his toil and his ef- 
forts. 
This, in c«r-nce. is the so-called 


capitalist >ystcm. 


Thr- fight upon capiiali.vm is a fight to 


install communism in its place. To over- 
throw capitalism republican government 
must itself be overthrown.

mean in the United States the substitu- 
tion ot an all-powerful statc. which would 
possess all nropcriy. own all business and 
control all professions and trades, for the 
government of Washington and Lincoln. 
Thih is exactly what iho anti-capitalist 
propaganda is intended to achieve".

He was indicted under the espionage act 
and removed as county judge in 1918. In 
the face of this record Governor Blaine 
reappointed him to the position to fill a 
vacancy. His record and his American- 
ism presumably were an issue in the elec- 
tion just held. He was defeated by a ma- 
jority of more than 700. 
It was 'unfor- 


tunate for Judge Becker that he was not 
permitted under file constitution to stage 
his election in the state legislature. Had 
this been the case he undoubtedly would 
have been returned by a large majority. 
Isn't the legislature overlooking an op- 
portunity to submit an amendment to the 
constitution that would authorize it to 
elect our judges? To achieve all its pur- 
poses and aims it ought to possess this 
power. 


EMPLOYES AS STOCKHOLDERS 
The Santa Fe railroad has adopted the 


plan, which several large industrial cor- 
porations have tried out successfully, of 
enabling its employes to buy stock on the 
installment plan. It is a step farther 
than most railroads have gone, though 
the principal ones have popular and grow- 
ing savings associations. 


In many instances the object of induc- 


ing employes to buy stock is to give them 
material and personal interest in a com- 
pany. However, this is. or should be. a 
secondary aim. 


The chief end that should be sought is 


to habituate wage-earners to save part of 
their income and build up a competence. 
Every man is more self-reliant, and a bet- 
ter -citizen and workman, if he has some 
money to his credit. 


Of course, it. is well that the executive 


should learn to view the affairs of life 
from his employe's standpoint. In fact it 
is doubtful whether an executive can be 
fully efficient unless he makes an unpreju- 
diced study of and is familiar with em- 
ployes' problems. 
Likewise, it is true 


that employes should endeavor to see 
problems from the employer's standpoint.

and hogs have been saved from "death 
during the last seven years by the 
army of professional hunters which 
Uticle Sam hires to police 'and patrol 
the valleys, mountain pastures and 
stock ranches of 13 of our 
leading 


meat and wool producing states. It 
used to be that the annuaj losses of 
livestock due to predatory animals 
wcrg enormous, but the activities of 
the national nimrods have markedly 
reduced these losses. Tho result of 
those efforts to protect the breeding 
animals and ranch stock is tho pro- 
duction of more and cheaper meat 
and wool. At present, approximately 
2,322,000 cattle and horses, 3,600 hogs 
and 8,325,000 sheep and goats arev pas- 
tured

Xew York—The man who wrote 


"The Face on the Barroom Floor," 
the ancient classic that is accredited 
with having helped bring prohibition, 
has written another poem—to make 
amends. 


Hugh Antoine D'Arcy is 80 and an 


anti-prohibitionist. When he wrote 
that first poem 36 years ago he didn't 
know there was reverse English on it 
—that it would slap back and help 
make the nation dry. 


"A ioke on me—and on America!" 


he said, with a rueful grin. 
"I'm 


really a wet. and I've written another 
poern as penance." 


The aged 
writer, mournful 
over 


what he thinks tvas the misdirected 
energy of "The Face on the Barroom 
Floor," which after many years is 
one of the most popular recitations 
in English, 
hopes his latest 
effort 


won't be misunderstood. 


"For 40 years I had a glass of sher- 


ry before breakfast, and now the Vol- 
stead law stops that," he said, giving 
one of his chief reasons for hostility 
toward prohibition. 


D'Arcy's well-known poem was real- 


ly called "The Face Upon the Floor," 
but a publisher inseited the word 
"barroom." It was written, he said, 
in August, 1887, as he sat with a group 
in Joe 
Schmidt's saloon in Union 


Square. 


"The place is still there." he said, 


'but Joe's retired now and lives on 
his country's estate. I got the inspira- 
tion when a shabby man came in and 
asked for a drink. Joe had a waiter 
throw him out. Some of us went to 
help him as he fell and he told us he 
had been an artist. That night I kept 
thinking about him—and the poem 
was the result 


"Soon it was being recited every- 


where. 
Sam Bernard made it popu- 


lar in a vaudeville show. Somebody 
took it to Australia and it became a 
hit. Then to Europe. Thousands have 
recited it; millions have heard it." 


D'Arcy has been a newsboy, actor, 


and theatrical manager. 
He is dean 


of the Green Room Club, a theatrical 
rendezvous.
